HIBERNIA RETURNS TO

The L.M.S. mail boat Hibernia, 
which has been in Liverpool under- 
going repairs for the past month, will 
return to Dún Laoghaire this evening. 
She will be “wearing her peace-time 
paint, and will replace the Cambria, 
which was brought from the Belfast-. 
Heysham route a month ago. 

Yesterday morning about “or 
English men and women, all unabl 
get sailing tickets, went to 
Laoghaire to try to get on to the boat.

They 
had not budgeted for an extra two or 
and, as a result, were 
unable to pay for hotel accommoda- 
tion; a few of them had spent the 
previous night on the pier. 

When all passengers with sailing 
tickets and Service men had been 
takén on board, room was found on 
the Cambria for about half of the 
waiting queue, but before the others 
left the pier they had their sailing 
tickets stamped at the Piermaster’s 
office: This scheme ensures that people 
without sailing tickets who have 

queued up and failed to get away will 
act preference the following day ‘over 
new arrivals, 

During the last week or ten days 
between 60 and 100 men and women 
were left behind every day; on Thurs- 
day the number was very much higher.
